PoitTLANi), Or., June 5.—Slowly and 


burely the waters of the Willamette 
river continue to rise, and indications 
are that it will continue for several days 
to coine, This afternoon the river stood 
3ii.2-10 feet above low water mark. At 
Umatilla the 
Columbia river stood 


'•MJij feet above, and at Paacoe 34 feet 
above. There yet remains enow enough 
in the mountains to keep tho rivers at 
their present height for several days to 
come, liven though tliuy should rise no 
higher. It is impossible to approximate 
the amount of damage inlliulcd upon 
this city in damage to property and loss 
of business. The entire wholesale dis- 
trict is Hooded to a depth of from six to 
ten feet. The damage to the river front 
alone will he nearly a million dollars. 
There if. scarcely a wharf or warehouse 
that has not suffered more or less. 


The First National hank, .Portland 


National, Bank of British Columbia, 
London A San Francisco, United Status 
National and Merchants' National have 
all moved to higher ground. Rafts and 
(lut boats, piled high with goods of 
every 
description, are 
being poled 


through the streets to the waters' edge 
for transportation to higher ground 
where business is transacted witli great 
inconvenience. To those out of em- 
plovuient the Hood has proved a great 
benefit, as hundreds of men find work 
in building and propelling boats and 
rafts and assisting in moving goods.Many 
families living on tho lowerground have 
lieon forced to take refugo in: tho upper 
stories of their homes and in many in- 
stances their situation is desperate. 


The railroad situation remains un- 


changed. Tho Southern Padlic is the 
only Tine running trains into the city. 
No loss of lifo has yet occurred.

WASHINGTON*, Juno 5.—Tho compionv 


SSL- amendments to tho Hugar schedule 
were all adopted in the senate today, 
and tlie pivotal schedule on which the 
fule of tho tariff measure depends went 
through without oliange. iManderson 
ami Perkins voted against the Amend- 
ment lo ]iliu:e all sugar on tho froo list, 
and Quay was paired against it, white 
Sherman, who waa present, did not vote 
at all. Only ono of the 
Populists. 


Peffcr, voted for free sugar. Had all 
the Republicans and Populiela and two 
disaffected 
Democrats joined hands, 


sugar, raw and refined, would have gone 
on the free list. On all other amend-

The State Militia on tlie Way to 


Cripple Creek Eight Hun- 


dred Strong. 


i'i-LEOitBEK, Col., June 5.—Alex- 


ander Mclntosh, state organizer of tho 
miners' union, 
read the arbitration 


statement to the assembled minera and 
immediately all men on Bull hill laid 
down their arms, -rickets were called 
in and the fortification abandoned. The 
town is decorated with flags and the re- 
joicing over the settlement of the strike 
is general. 


CmiTi.K CRKIIK, Col., June 5.—The 


outlook for peace is not BO favorable to- 
night. The strikers are dissatisfied be- 
cause the agreement binds only Hager- 
iiian and Moffatt, besides which the 
deputies made a threatening move. A 
company of sixty deputies advanced to 
Midland and took possession of the 
town, and later were reinforced by n 
lame body. Tonight a telegram waa re- 
ceived stating that Sheriff Bowers would 
move the deputies toward Bull hill. 
The strikers look upon the movement of 
deputies as an indication that the agree- 
ment will not be adhered to, and they 
arc greatly angered in consequence. 


Immediately upon receipt of informa- 


tion that the deputies bad advanced to 
Midland, couriers were sent in every di- 
rection and in a short time all strikers 
were again under arms. A body of four 
companies immediately began the march 
in a heavy snow storm, to Midland to 
meet the deputies. About SQOremained 
at Bull hill to meet the expected main 
attack, while other parties went to Vic- 
tor and other points. 


DUNVEH, Colo., June

creditor instead of the debtor nation. 


The gauntlet which Tom Kecd has 


thrown down to England must be fol- 
lowed up in earnest by the American 
people and the issue forced to a speedy 
conclusion. If the United States were 
a weak and helpless nation, like the re- 
publics of the southern half of the con- 
tinent, it would be folly to attempt to 
resist the imperial financial sway of the 
itrilisb government, but with her mag- 
nificent resources and the 
superior 


weapons which this government can 
bring to bear in such a conflict, there 
can hardly be a question as to our final 
success. Jt is not even-probable that 
England will permit such a test to oc- 
cur, but if convinced that this govern- 
ment is not disposed to longer act the 
part of a truculent inferior enslaved by 
debt, she will in all probability concede 
both the wisdom and justice of our de- 
mands for an agreed ratio for the coin- 
age of silver money which shall be good 
for all purposes in all conn tries. 


THEHE will be a general feeling of 


tbankfulnesa that the Colorado coal 
miners' strike has been settled without 
further loss of life or further disgrace of 
the common rrealth than has already 
been inflicted upon a practically de- 
fenseless people. The settlement was 
reached through a compromise, the 
mixie owners conceding the shorter 
hours' demand, but retaining the right 
to hire union or non-union miners as 
they see fit. It was upon this latter 
point that the owners bad persistently 
refused to concede the demand of the 
strikers and the latter just as persist- 
ently insisted on the employment of 
union 
men 
exclusively. The point 


gained by the strikers was an hour ICES 
work per day, one-tialf of which demand 
the owners bad offered 
to 
allow. 


The concession made by the strikers 
was evidently due to the fact that the 
civil authorities had finally collected a 
sufficient force and munitions of war to 
prosecute a successful campaign, and the 
time had come lor hostilities to open in 
earnest. It ia difficult to judge of the 
merits of the controversy from this dis- 
tance, but there is probably no fault to 
find with the outcome. The objection 
raised ia to the methods of open rebellion 
to the civil law adopted by the strikers, 
the widespread terrorism visited upun 
disinterested people and the aid and 
comfort furnished the outlaws by the 
governor of the state.

It ie unly necessary to refer 
to the Laud Bank Echemo in Kn^liuid 
in the latter part of the seventeenth 
century, and that of the Paper Hanks in 
Rhode Island at the close of the Revo- 
lutionary war. (Viming down to the 
present lime, tlie history of the Jlnan- 
ciai troubles in Argentine will serve as 
n good illustnitivu lesson to the Popu- 
lists.

Recent dispatches quote sold there at 
390, and Argentine ia now on the v«rga 
of bankruptcy. In the caee of Rhode 
Island it depreciated until it became 
worthless. Of this money Daniel \Veb- 
fitcr eaid: "We have suffered more 
from this cause than from every other 
cause or calamity." 
It is a curious fact that one never 


hears anything good about our i-mmtry 
in a Populist meeting. They are con- 
tinually waging xvitr apainel the present 
government of the United States. Mr. 
Van Meter in his speech said: "This 
system of government must change. It 
must change or we will soon be all 
slaves." The speaker 
pictured 
the 


great discontent among the tillers of the 
soil and predicted they would all rap- 
idly be foreclosed 
by the moneyed 


power. But it ia pretty hard to swallow 
that statement and its wild prophecy. 
Edward Atkinson, the noted political 
economist, in a recent article in the 
Forum has shown withoutcolor the true 
position of the farmers in the United 
States. He has made logical deductions 
from the reports of the recent census, 
and his entire article is well worth 
perusal by the calamity bowlers in the 
People's Party.

etone wall. Yet for the sake of mislead- 
ing, there are some who will pervert 
facts, misquote and misrepresent, and 
draw on their imagination for anything 
wanting. Their deairo to foster their 
schemes by leading the people upon un- 
known and dnumerous ground will not 
-work here. They should go to China 
or fiome place in South America where 
the people are not experienced in finan- 
cial matters, und work out their the- 
ories. Here theorizing satieties only 
the theorist. The layman requires and 
wants 8'imething more substantial, for 
he well knows the result of building air 
castles, lacking the proper foundation of 
facts. In theiO times one often erosHes 
these dreamers advocating their re- 
forme, whose speeches consist chiefly ol 
niuhfca of imagination and wild propli- 
mi'8. They are dimply political curios, 
and a product of the times.
